Both M. Briand and Dr. Stresemann

Several States Besides Mass- 


achusetts to Consider Act | 


in Legislatures 


Legislation in at least a score of 


other states as well as Massachu- 
.| setts will consider the question of 


adoption of the “Uniform Act Regu- 
lating the Operation of Vehicles on 


Highways,” for which a bill has 


been filed at the State House by the 
Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws, according to 
Hollis R. Bailey, chairman of the 
commission. 

The proposed act is that which 
was approved by the second national 
conference on street and highway 
safety, held in Washington last 
March under the sponsorship of 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of, Com- 
merce. The work of drafting it, Mr. 
Bailey ‘pointed out, began years be- 
fore this conference. 

Commissioners on uniform laws 
will present the measure in most of 
the states of the Union, Mr. Bailey 
believes, and they will have also the 
support of the legislative committees 
of automobile associations, railway 
associations, and bar associations, for 
these have all approved the plan of 
uniform laws either in the national 
safety convention or national con- 
ventions of their own organizations. 
The act was drafted by J. Allen Davis 
of Los Angeles, an expert on traffic 
legislation, under direction of a com- 
mittee headed by Nathan William 


| MacChesney, former president of the 


uniform state laws conference. 
Follows Massachusetts Plan 


Massachusetts motorists will be 
interested in the fact that the pro- 
posed uniform law adopts, on the 
question of speed, essentially the 
provisions of the present Massachu- 
setts statute. It says that every 
motorist shall drive “at a careful and 
prudent speed not greater than is 
reasonable and proper, having due 
regard to the traffic, surface and 
width of the highway and other con- 
ditions then existing,” and no person 
shall drive at a speed which will en- 
danger others. No fixed maximum 
rate is named, but going above 15 
miles an hour in business or school 
districts, 20 miles in residence dis- 
tricts, and 35 miles elsewhere are 
made prima facie evidence of reck- 
leas driving. 

Other points covered in the bill in- 
clude these: When cars approach an 
intersection, the car on the right has 
right of way. Through roads, how- 
ever, may be designated “stop” high- 
ways. Anyone driving at excessive 
speed forfeits right of way at inter- 
sections. Pedestrians have right of

Retailers Base Industry 

How retailers supply all the 
money for industry. was touched 
upon by Charles F. Bacon, president 
of Chandler Co., who ‘addressed 
the Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
yesterday. He pointed out that 100,- 
000,000 persons in the United States 
spend 32 each a day for the neces- 
saries of life, or more than $70,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

“The retailer must supply all the 
money to run all the industries and 
all the commerce of this country,” 
said Mr. Bacon. “This reminds one 
of the vast importance of the re- 
tailer—the most important factor in 


all business. 
“He supplies the {deas,collecte the 


money, eventually pays all the bills, 


all the taxes and keeps all manufac- 

turing Papp ? A seven) sells all the 
produ 0 8 farmer 8, pr 

pays for Bs public service.”

Retailing and Stock Market 


Retail employees number 50,000,000 
while stock market workers aggre- 
gate only about 500,000; retailers 
pay more than a $1,000,000,000 a year 
for advertising, but the stock mar- 
ket pays very little and retailers ulti- 
mately furnish all money for the 
wages in the country, while the stock 
market's contribution is small, con- 
tinued the speaker. 

“The retail business pays the 
dividends on all the stocks that are 
sold in the stock market,” added 
Mr. Bacon. “The stock market pays 
none, The retail business ultimately 
furnishes all the money for all the 
taxes, for all the business in the 
country; the stock market has no 
such responsibilities. Most people 
think that as the stock market goes, 
so goes the prosperity of the coun- 
try. But I believe it would be more 
to the point to say that as the reall 
business goes, so goes the pros- 
perity. 

Mr. Bacon then went on to em- 
phasize the importance of the Retail 
Trade Board, which is made up of 
100 leading establishments. It stu- 
dies the needs of a shopping popula- 
tion of 2,000,000 people, reduces ex- 
penses. of business, corrects evils, 
trains executives and non-executives 
and is one of the most aggressive re- 
tail boards in the United States. It 
is the aim of the members of the 
Retail Trade Board to raise the 
Whole standard of business.

Requests for Abstande in avert- 
ing milk price wars in chain stores, 
laws to provide tor standardization 
and marking of New England prod- 
ucts and various studies to bring. 
about a better form of of 
farm products, were among the re- 
quests made of the New England 
Council at the second day of the 
agricultural marketing conference 
at the State House today. These re- 
quests were all accepted by the con- 
ference and will be a major part of 
the matters discussed at the next 
meeting of the council to be held in 
Providence on Dec. 17. 

The outstanding request and the 
one which calls for the most im- 
mediate action came from the dairy 
group. They asked the Council’s as- 
sistance in dealing with certain chain 
store milk-selling practices which, 
it is asserted, often are to the disad- 
vantage of both producer and con- 
sumer. They believe that if carried 
to the extreme it would result in de- 
cidedly higher prices of milk to con- 
sumers and the probable entrance of 
western milk to- New England 
markets. 

This action came as the result of 
the presentation of the situation in 
Springfield where a chain store milk- 
price war resulted in milk selling at 
five cents a quart last Saturday. 

| Fuller Study Planned 

Harry R. Lewis, chairman of the 
agricultural committee of the coun- 
cil, immediately called a meeting of 
his committee for Dec. 16, when rep- 
resentatives of the dairy industry 
will go into the situation more fully 


and suggest to the committee what 
the council can do to mend the sit- 
‘uation. 

Other commodity groups centered 
their requests largely around the 
question of standardization and 
marking New England farm products 
so that consumers would know that 
they were getting home grown in- 
stead of far away fruit, vegetables, 


} eggs, etc.

The pomology group asked the 
council to appoint a committee of 15 
to study the apple marketing prob 
lem, such committee to include rep- 
resentatives of the trade as well 
as of the growers. This group also 
asked that the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce hold another conference 
to bring about uniform apple grad- 
ing laws throughout the Now Eng- 
land states. 


Advertising Urged 


F. T. Washburn, Commissioner of 
the Maine Department of Agriculture, 
said he believed successful marketing 
of New England's farm. products de- 
pended upon the factors of adver- 
tising, quality and the availability of 
supply. He urged an advertising cam- 
paign which would stimulate demand 
and suggest new ones, a move for 
better quality with education of pro- 
ducers and handlers, and improve- 
ment and development of the road- 
side market. | 

The general farm marketing con- 
ference requested the New England 
Council to develop a plan which 
would secure authority for the six 
New England state departments of 
agriculture to establish voluntary 
standard grades for farm products 
and to give authority of these depart- 
ments to design identification marks. 
for New England products and to 
control the use of such marks. 

The conference also passed reso- 
lutions calling for uniform grading 
and packing laws, for an educational 
campaign to assist in the passage af 
such legislation and for the experi- 
ment stations to work out a sound 
and uniform policy of marketing 
which, can be applied to all New 
England.

While the institute is non-denont | 
inational it recognizes that Christian 
ideals are the foundation of the Na- 
tional Government, and is strictly 
Christian.. The institute is practically 
compelled to provide opportunity for 
students to earn a large part of their 
expenses. In it is an aim that none 
be turned away because of lack of 
funds. 

The plan is to provide work by 
means of which the boys and girls 
may earn a part or all of their ex- 
penses, get their education and learn 
a trade at the same time. It is hoped 
to provide a good education at a 
monthly. expense of about $20, in- 
cluding room, board, tuition and in- 
cidental fee. Due to the fact that 
most of the food will be produced on 
the farm the actual cost should be 
redaced to a minimum. 

Some of the immediate needs of 
the school are a modern dormitory 
for 100 girls, a similar dormitory for 
boys, a central dining hall for 400 
students, modern stock and dairy 
barns, superintendent’s home, teach- 
ers’ cottages, and farm machinery.

He pictured a bright future in the 
export trade. for the New England 
shoe and leather industry through a 
careful study of the demands of the 
various foreign markets in which the 
Department of Commerce is in a 
position to: lend every assistance.

WELFARE. SOCIETY 
FINDS FEWER NEEDY 


Reports That Prohibition Cuts 
Calls for Aid 


Better conditions are shown in the 
annual report of the Family Wel- 
fare Society of Boston by Stockton 
| Raymond, secretary. Due to prohibi- 
tion, fewer families tame to the so- 
ciety for assistance in the year 1925- 
1926 than in the year previously. 


Last year, according to Mr. Ray- 
mond, intemperance was a factor a 
321 of the cases cafled to the atten- 
tion of the society and given relief. 
In the year 1924-1925 the number of 


families appealing for assistance and 


in which intemperance had been a 
factor was 368. 

“For four or five years,” said Mr. 
Raymond, “conditions so far as in- 


temperance is concerned have been 


getting gradually and slowly better. 
The*records seem to show that this 


source of trouble has a.tendency to 
lessen. The movement is one in 
which percentages of betterment are 
shown in fractions.” 

The report is also favorable when 
unemployment as a factor is con- 
sidered. The report for this year 
‘shows that unemployment was the 


cause of 1139 families asking help, 


while in the year 1924-25 the num- 
ber was 1288. The total number of 
families aided by the society for 
1925-26 was 3715. 

The society expended a total of 
$116,350 in its work of welfare serv- 
ice to these families, The service 
comprehends visits, investigation of 
conditions and assistance in gain- 
ing employment or relief in other 
directions. For actual family relief 
the society obtained from co-operat- 
ing organizations or from individual 
benefactors for disbursement more

Will Recall His World Service 


Bon Voyage to Oxford Professor Who Inaugurated 
Norton Chair of Poetry at Harvard Will. Link 
His Success in Education and Good Will 


Gilbert Murray, Regius professor of 
Greek at Oxford University, returns 
to England immediately before the 
Christmas holidays. Consequently a 
number of world citizens, representa- 
tive of those.groups which have bene- 
fited so richly by his presence in the 
United States, during which he has 
inaugurated the Charles Eliot Norton 
chair of poetry at Harvard Univer- 
sity, delivered a series of Lowell lec- 
tures and made a number of ad- 
dresses on matters of current world. 
mport, will gather at Symphony Hall, 
Dec. 17 at 8:15 to greet Professor 
Murray and to record anticipation 
of future vigits. 

In filling the poetry chair at Har- 
vard Professor Murray adhered 
strictly to the original intent of the 
trust, which was established by C. 
Chauncey Stillman, Harvard 98, and 
interpreted poetry “as,the spirit pres- 
ent in art, in music and in all life, 
not quite out of sight, not quite out 
of earshot, but unheard amid the war 
of the world and the grinding of our 
own egotisms.” 

Scope of Poetic Expression 

This Professor Murray conceived 
to be the consideration of poetry in 
its very broadest sense including.

What has 
been accomplished by these associa- 
tions may be accomplished else- 
where. 
A Successful Association 

“A typical and successful state as- 
sociation,” he said, “consists of 
state, county and local committees, 
each representing all classes of tax- 
payers. They conduct frequent 


state, county and local mass meet- 
ings of taxpayers and conferences 
of committee chairmen. All activi- 
ties of the association are conducted 
publicly. Representatives of the as- 
sociation address business clubs and 
other organizations. Projects or acts 
are publicly opposed or approved by 
the association, after the views of 
individual taxpayers are secured. 
The committees confer with tax and 
other public officials and bodies on 
tax matters. 

“Independent audits and investi- 
gations of public accounts and pub- 
lic administration are made by the 
association, which also analyzes 
proposed bond issues. Close con- 
tact is established and mafntained 
with legislators to whom are con- 
veyed the views of the association 
through personal appearance of the 
taxpayers’ views. 

“Education of the taxpayer is one 


ot the achievements of a taxpayers’ 


association. This is stimulated 
through the organization extending 
to the smallest taxing unit which 
considers every item of public ex- 


„penditure.“

Taxes Highest in History 

Mr. Gottlieb stated that taxes 
paid by the American people in 1925 
were the highest in our history, ex- 
cept those paid in 1921. In 1925 
the amount was $8,132,000,000, as 
compared with $7,907,000,000 in 1924, 
$7,766,000,000 in 1923, $6,961,000,000 
in 1922, $8,363,000,000 in 1921 and 
$2,194,000,000 in 1913. 

“While tax collections of the Fed- 
eral Government have been declining 
since 1919 the taxes paid to state 
and local governments have been 
rising and the end is not in sight,” 
said Mr. Gottlieb.

The cor- 
ruption issue has alreagy been 
raised against Mr. Smith for his

Dill lution Filed -

Should Mr. Smith be appointed for 
the unexpired term a prolonged and 
determined fight against his entrance 
or his retention of his seat ig an- 
ticipated by Republican leaders. 
Should such a contest develop it 
might easily displace all other. mat- 
ters with the result that the adjourn- 
iny date, March 4, 1927, would ensue 


without the necessary budget legis-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—Extension 
of immigration quotas to the West- 
ern Hemisphere is the next step in 


E. Hull, commissioner-general of im- 
migration. He offers statistical evi- 
dence to show that the gap in popu- 
lation left by damming the fiood of 
European immigrants into the United 
States is having the tendency to 
bring in additional immigrants from 
the lands of the New World that now 
are under no quote restrictions. 

Mr. Hull declared “that over 
1,000,000 Mexicans are the United 
States at the present time, and under 
present laws, this number may be 
added to practically without limit.” 
In view of this situation He urges 
drastic legislation in his annual re- 
port, to the effect that “a quota 
should be fixed for natives of coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere.” 

Some Interesting Figures 

In the past fiscal year 304,488 m- 
migrant and 191,618 nonimmigrant 
aliens entered the United States, 
making a total of admissions of 406, 
106. Against this 76,992 ¢migrant 
and 150,763 nonemigrant aliens, a 
total of 227,755 ,left the United States, 


making an actual increase in popu- 
lation through immigration of 268,- 


1925 of 233,945. 

Mr. Hull, ‘however, in auothér part 
of his report, intimates‘ that {illegal 
entries are taking place and says, 
“We cannot more than estimate the 
number who are here unlawfully and 
who are daily effecting entry surrep- 
titiously by means of false and mis- 
leading statements.” He urges, there- 
fore, legislation to effect a eountry- 
‘wide survey and registration system 
for newcomers. 

Surveying the whole field, Mf. 
Hull finds public opinion demanding 

a “tightening of immigratign machin- 
. and particularly “an extension 
of existing quota réesfrictiongto cer- 
tain restrictions to st here 
which have not hi rto been Um- 
ited’ by quotas.” 

Canada and Mexico now furnish 
the bulk of America’s immigratiaqn, 
neither country being subject to 
quota restrictions. In the past year. 
however, Canada’s contribution of 
91,019 or 29.9 per cent, decreased 
9876 from 1926, whereas Mexico's 
43,316, or 14.2 per cent increased 
10352 from 1925.

ABSENCE OF EARLY 
LEGAL TALENT SHOWN 


Due to Puritan’s Non-Support, 
Lawyers Are Told 


Historical incidents to show how 
the Puritans tried to get along with- 
out attorneys or governmental 
counselors were related: by Nathan 
Matthews, former Mayor of Boston, 
in an address before the third annual 
Bench and Bar Night of the Boston 
Bar Association last night. 

He said that this resulted in an 
absence of legal talent at a time when 
a few capable lawyers might have 
prevented the forfeiture of the 
colony’s charter in the English 
courts, oe 
Notwithstanding this situation, he 
added, the colony published in 1648 
one of the first codifications of law 
after the time of Justinian in Rome. 
He urged that this book, af which 
only one copy is extant, should be 
republished, particularly since it is 
still the law of Massachusetts on 
some points not covered by later en- 
actments.

EXPANSION ADVISED 


General Dalton Appeals for 
Support of Present Lines

NEW YORK, Dec. 10—Constrnction 
of modern ships to enable the United 


States to hold its own in what he

all vile aah for maritime supremacy, 

Gen. A. G. Dalton, president of the

The reserva- 
tion will be known as the Columbia 
River Bird Refuge. It is about 8% 
acres in area.

F THE holidays bring about a 
family reunion, and if, among 
the guests, there are children of 

ri ages, it is sometimes ad- 
visable to provide a separate and 
special table for the children. 

The one illustrated could scarcely 
be better planned. The table cover 
is of crépe paper crinkled to repre- 
sent drifted snow. The center dec- 
oration would delight any group of 
children, as would the specially pre- 
pared garb of the small hostess. 

Making the Centerpiece 

The decoration represents a frozen 
pond surrounded by a hedge and bor- 
dered by pine trees. A sheet of silver 
paper spread flat on the table repre- 
sents the ice, and twisted fringed 
festoons of green crépe paper pinned 
to the tablecloth and the edge of the 


silver paper make very creditable 


hedges. The trees are formed with 
a square or round block of wood for 
the base, to which is fastened a round 
stick to form the trunk. Both the 
base and the upright are wrapped 
with green crépe paper to give @ 
realistic effect. The upper part of 
the tree is made by covering a sheet 
of cardboard which has been twisted 
' $nto cone-shape and secured by paper 
* fasteners, with fringed festoons of 
green crépe paper wound round and 
round until the cone is entirely cov- 
ered. These festoons are fastened 
with paste. A star or any suitable 
ornament mounted at the top and a 
sprinkling of tinsel make the tree 
very attractive. When the cone of 
cardboard is completely covered and 
decorated it needs only to be set in 
place on the upright of wood. When 
the trees are placed on the table the 
base is hidden by a few twists of the 
fringed festoons, as the illustration 
shows.

ne method ado d is this: The 
best quality of white wax is pur- 
chased (a hard, durable kind that 
when rubbed takes on a polish). It 
costs 60 cents for a pair of candles, 


these, of course, being white... Petals 


are cut out of several thicknesses 
of crépe paper, then dipped in the 
melted wax. While soft these are 
modeled, chiefly with the fingers, 
into réal flower shapes. Next these 
are treated with a special liquid 
that makes them not only retain the 
paint but acquire a finishad effect 
far superior to the usual waxed 
flowers. The colors—oil paints—are 
then applied with the brush, and the 
lovely results are by no means 
quickly obtained. One pair of can- 
dies will, sometimes take a whole 
day to do. The most expensive gold 
is used and the best quality of 
paints. 

Another use for the modeling 
talent of this gifted woman was seen 
in some delectable “boxes. These 
were small tin ones that, after being 
coated with the wax and treated, 
were painted. On the lid of each a 
cluster of flowers stood out in high 
relief, looking very natural.

Altogether the sun’s yearly. pil- 
grimage took him through twelve 
constellations, one each month, aad 
these are known as the constells 
tions of the zodiac. Now, my 
tionary tells me that this zodiac 
was qriginally a descriptive name 
given to the cycle, or circle, of the 
twelve constellations, and that it 
meant literally. a circle’ of little 
beasts. Besides the goat and the 
crab already mentioned, the series 
inclu a lion and a’ ram, and 
(rather curiously) a maiden and a 
pair of twins! All of these, not to 
mention the fish and, the Centaur 
Sagitarius, were classed together in- 
discriminately as beasts, after the 
Greek word, zoén, From this same 
word comes. zodlogy, and from. this 
in.turn comes the logical Gar- 
den,—the “Zoo” of -ever-blessed 
Memory. (And, by the way, did you 
know that etymologically the zebra 
is an uncle to the guinea hen?) 

But everyone knows that the Zoo 
requires a whole day in itself, so let 
us, return to the other trepic—the 
tropic named: after the crab. There 
are, of course, many things that the 
dictionary does tot tell one; for in- 


fish should be locked at askance by 
the race of men. But it & evident 
that lobster and snail and shrimp 
are commonly used as terms of con- 
tempt. Nevertheless, the use of the 
word crab, to imply a sourness of 
disposition, is not, as one might 
think, “a further aspersion on the 
family of shellfish, but is derived 
from the tart and puckery crab- 
apple. Of the crustacean, the dic- 
tionary naively remarks, “Crabs can 
walk in any direction on d with- 
out tyrning, but usually move side- 
ways.” This is strange, remember- 
ing what tropic means, for it appears 
that the crab is one of the least 
tropical creatures in the world, yet 
he has given his name to a tropic.

Sacred Bridge of Nikko, its 
red lacquer gleaming in the sun- 
light like freshly laid paint, in- 

troduces the visitor to the beauty and 
the gorgeous artistry of this wonder- 
place of Japan. And, having tarried 
at the bridge and then mounted the 
long slopes to the famous shrines, 
one understands at last why the Jap. 
anese urge, Never say ‘beautiful’ 
until you have seen Nikko!” 
> “Mihashi,” which is the Japanese 
name for the Sacred Bridge, crosses 
the swift-running Dalya River fléw- 
ing down from ‘the mountain lake 
of Chuzenji through truly Alpine 
scenery. A curious old legend tells 
of the endeavor of an ancient priest 
many centuries ago to find a way for 
his people to cross the river, which 
was then much higher than today, 
and a source of tribulation to the 
peasantry. One day as the priest 
stood pondering beside the brawling 
stream a great.dragon appeared out 
of the near-by forest and arched it- 
self across, indicating te the priest 
that he should cross upon its back. 
And so; as the older folk of Nik 
will tell you, everything else was 
put aside by the people until they. 
had constructed a beautiful bridge, 
curved e the dragon’s back, and 
artisti Aly perfect. 

However, the Sacred Bridge was 
probably built somewhere about three 
hundred years, ago, the general 
purpose being “to provide a spe- 
cial means of crossing the Daiya 


River, from the town to the unn 
for such important or revered per 
sons as ought not to contaminate

themselves by setting foot on the 
near-by bridge, over which the com- 
mon people pass. And so it has come 
about now. that none but royal per- 
sohages, imperial messengers at ccr- 
emonial times, or the Governor of the 
Prefecture, once a year, mgy set foot 
at all on the unscarred lecquer of 
what the Japanese will assure you 
is certainly the most beautiful bridge 
in all the world. 

One obtains the fairest view fn 
Nikko, indeed one of the most memo- 
rable to be achieved anywhere, from 
the ordinary tridge which spans the 
Daiya Rivér a few yards down stream 
from the red-lacquered structure. If 
‘the “sun’s brightness,” which is the 
translation of the name, “Nikko,” be 
in evidence, as it probably will be, 
the beautiful, gracefully’ curving 
bridge will glow with a gem-like 
radiance. On either side rise the 
hills, covered. with pine and spruce 
and the.stately cryptomeria tree. Be- 
yond, up the valley, tower the moun- 
tains, some of them 1 It 
is an aspect that sugs gests the Ber- 
nese Oberland or the Grisons, and 
the green is as deep and emera!d- 
hued as upon an Irish hillside. 
Against such a background stands 
forth the Sacred Bridge, the rich 
adornment of nature in the distance, 
the white foam of the tumbling river 
beneath. 


Wall Flowers 


Perhaps the main charm of the old 
colonial house with its garden 
crammed with summer flowers now 
delightfully dormant in their tangled 
maze of autumn forgetfulness, lay in 
its far-flung living room. Not 80 
much in its wide open fireplace, its 
French dormer windows that gave 
upon the garden, its draperies nor its 
furnishings lay this quality, as in the 
old-fashioned chintz wall paper that 
covered the sides of the large room. 

Soft atmosphere of a summer gar- 
den clothed the room already warm 
with the colors of the mural decora- 
tions and the many flowers that 
seemed to blossom from the walls 
and lend-an inside fragrance to it.

Immaculate 
white daisies with their yellow faces 
that outside only danced to May's 
piping bloomed here with careless 
abandon, seeming to perform a shad- 
owy May dance when the log fire 
with its golden flares and flickering 
shades caused the petals of the wall 
flowers to tremble as if touched by 
a magic May breeze. -

stems of flowers and fantastic

Corot’s Brown Shadow 


The pictures Corot painted in 
Rome were beautifully-drawn domes, 
roofs, and arcades, with a sullen 
river beneath, and in our National 
Gallery there is the dome of St. 
Peter's seen in the distance through 
overarching boughs. An arid sub- 
ject this would seem to be, and one 
very unlikely to find a customer, and 
no doubt many years had to pass be- 
fore it found one, But in the begin- 
ning of his life, when art was upon 
him, Corot did not think about cus- 
tomers, and feeling that he could 
draw as well as Claude, he continued 
to seek subjects on his return from 
Rome that a painter of less natural 
genius would turn from. An erst- 
while friend of mine is the possessor 
of a picture of a factory yard in 
which there is neither tree nor plant 
nor flower, only yellow sand ‘and 
yellow sandstone walls and high- 
pitched, blue-slated roofs. In the 
middle distance M another building 
with a high-pitc roof, blue slates 
and an iron gate , and the only 
relief from this desert ugliness is a 
shadow thrown ‘across the fore- 
ground by a building outside of the 
picture. 

We have seen Parisian workmen 
sawing through great blocks of sand- 
stone, and we have met the blocks 
on lorries.drawn by six great grey 
Normandy horses in charge of ‘a 
carter, who cracks a loud whip and 
calls upon them, but not on the great 
docile beast in the shafts; he knows 
his business so well that he needs 
no telling, and the sawyers and the 
carters of the yellow sandstone will 
help the reader to see the factory 
that Corot saw under an almost 
cloudless June sky. When he under- 
took to find a picture in this very 
unpictorial subject, he looked for- 
ward to interrupting the monotony 
of the foreground with a beautiful 
brown shadow, and his thoughts 
passing on to the long, narrow win- 
dows, he began to think how by 
beautiful drawing they might be 
made to seem more beautiful than 
they really were; and how the iron 
railings could also be redeemed by 
good drawing, and the tone of the 
high-pitched roof varied, for the 
slates were only violet * certain 
hours of the day.

Spectal from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON—With the advent of thé 
caterpillar and six-wheel types of

NEW YORK, Dec. 9—America’s sav- 
ings bank account has increased to 
such an extent in a year that the 
average per capita savings for the 
nation reached a new high figure of 
$211, according to the annual compila- 
tion of. the saVings bank division of 
the American Bankers’ Association. 

The figures show that on June 30, 
there were for all classes of banks in 
the United States 46,7 62,240 savings 
depositors, an increase of 2,912,113 
over the corresponding period last year 
and total savings deposits of $24,696,-

British Inventor Works Out 
‘a System Competing 
With Radio 


Special from Monitor Bureas 
LONDON—An invention which, it 
ts claimed, will inaugurate a new 
era in radiocasting development is 
occupying the attention of wireless 
experts here. This is the work of 
an English 3 who has 
found the means to adapt the ordi- 
nary electric light and power wires 
to the transmission of radio mes- 
sages, thus cutting out the ether and 
2 the now familiar valve 
or crystal receiving sets. 
ng experts the invention Anas 
go far received rather a mixed re- 
ception, finding critics as well as 
champions, but it is really only in an 
experimental stage at present, and it 
is too early to form any judgment as 
to its ultimate utility. At the same 
time, the inventor has already given 
some demonstrations of the work- 
ing of his system; and claims that all 
technical difficulties have been over- 
come. It is not too soon, therefore, 
to give some description of the work 
he is doing. : 
Briefly he proposes to abolish fhe 
usual radio apparatus for receiving 
wireless programs and to give the 
‘game service on the electric light 
wires. The program would then be 
brought by cable from the radio- 
casting station to the electricity 
headquarters of any town or district 
and thence conducted to the power 
lines. All that the householder would 
then havé to do would be to connect 
a loudspeaker or pair of headphones 
by means of a special attachment to 
the electric switch, and the programs 
would then come straight to his ears. 
Incidentally it may be added that 
once the system is in working order 
there is no reason why the gas or 
water mains should not be used in 
the same way as the electric light 
wires.

In reply to questions on this sub- 
ject of the competition with the 
existing radiocasting service, the in- 
ventor stated that his system has 
very little in common with it, as his 
invention had no claim or association 
to anything appertaining to radio 
communication. His concern, he ex- 
plained, would be with the various 
electricity undertakings, and negotia- 
tions were very shortly to be entered 
into for the purpose of arriving at a 
working agreement.
